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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . According to paper filed on March 9, 2004, the applicants have canceled claims 37- 
40 and furthermore, have amended claims 1-12 and 41-47. The applicants have also 
submitted an abstract. 

2. Claims 1-36 and 41-47 are now pending in the application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. The following amendment is pursuant to a telephone conversation with the 
applicant's attorney, Mr. Ivor R. Elrifi on April 22, 2004. The following changes have 
been made in claims. 

Cancel claims 42-44 and 47. 

In claim 41 , line 1 , after polymerization, insert —in vitro— and furthermore, in line 2, 
before cell, insert —tumor—. 

In claim 45, delete —thyroid cancer, melanoma, renal cancer and breast cancers— and 
furthermore, insert —and— between prostate cancer and pancreatic cancer. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-36, 41, 45 and 46, renumbered as claims 1-39, are allowed since the 
applicants have amended claims to delete non-elected subject matter, to overcome 
indefiniteness and utility rejections and furthermore, have submitted a declaration 
showing synthesis of compounds XVII and XVIII by the inventor prior to the filing date ( 
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Feb. 16, 2000 ) of Pero's reference to overcome prior art rejection. It is of note that the 
compounds XVII and XVIII were not disclosed in the provisional application No. 
60/120,478 by Pero. Thus, all rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 35 
U.S.C. 101 and 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as well as objections due to Improper Markush group 
are now withdrawn.
